WASHINGTON, April 5,—Presi- 
dent \Taft’s first 
Sixty-seeénd Congress ‘was trans- 
mitted today and read to both houses. 

In it the executive whentions no 
subject for legislation save 
Canadian reciprocity agreement, and 
apon it he urges favorable action, 
Jeclaring the sentiment of the peo- 
ple is favorable. 

The message, in full, follows: 
TO THE SENATE AND HOUSE OF 
REPRESENTATIVES: 

I transmitted to the Sixty-first Con- 
gress, on Jan. 26 last, the text of the 


reciprocity trade agreement which has 
been negotiated under my direction by 
the Secretary of State, with the repre- 
sentations of the Dominion of Canada. 
, This agreement was the consumm:- 
tion of earnest efforts, extending over 
a period of nearly a year; on the part of 
both governments, to effect a trade ar- 
rangement. which, supplementing as it 
did the amicable settlement of various: 


questions of a diplomatic and pelitical }- 


character that had been reathed, wouid 
ig@-commerce and would 
strengthen the friéndly relations now 
existing. 

The agreement in its intent and the 
terms Was purely economic and coni- 
mercial. While the general subject was 


under discussion by the commissioners 


I felt assured. that the sentiment of 
the people of the United States was 
such that they’ would welcome a mea- 
sure which would result in the increase 
of Arade on both sides of the boundary 
line, would. ‘open up the reserve pro- 
dyftive resources of Canada to the 
gYeat’ mass of our own consumers on 
afivantageous conditions, and at the 


Same time offer a broader outlet for 


the excess product of our farms and 
many. of our industries. 

Detalla Kept Secret. 
Petas regarding a negotiation of this 


kind necessarily could not be made 
public while the conferences were 
pending. When, however, the full text 


of the agreement, accompanying cor- 
respondence and data explaining both 
its pyrpose and its scope, became. known 
‘toi the people: through the message 
‘transmitted to Congress, it was im- 
iInefiately apparent that the ripened 
fruits of the careful labors of the com- 
missionerg met with widespread ap- 
proval. 

This approvaj has been strengthened 
by, further consideration of the terms 
of ‘the agreement in all their particu- 
lars. The volume of support which 
has 4 developed shows that its broadly 
national scope is fully appreciated and 
is responsive to the popular will,

self after the shooting. The bullet flat- 
tened against his forehead, and the in- 
jury is not dangerous. The wound is 
powder-marked. 
Tells About a Quarrel, 

Yates told a’ Post-Disratch reporter in 
the >“dwardsville Jail that when he 
went home after voting, Tuesday after- 
noon, his wife’ was out. On her return 
he asked her where she had been, and 
she said she had been calling on Miss 
Montgomery. 

“That made me angry, and we quar- 
reled.” he said. “She got the pistol 
and shot me. The bullet stunned me. I 
didn’t know just what I was doing when 
I took it away from her and killed her. 
When I reaNzed what I had done, I 
came to tie police station and gave my- 
self up.’ 

Yates had spent’a sleepless night, pac- 
ing back and forth in his cell, and his 
dark face was haggard. He is an under- 
sized man, with a sloping forehead and 
heavy jaw. 

Miss Montgomery expressed.no sur- 
prise when she was told that the quar- 
rel was reported to have been about her. 

Offered to Protect Life. 

“Tt have known Mrs. Yates for three 
years,” she said.” “She had often told 
me her married, life was unhhappy, 
and had told me several times of 
threats her husband made that he 
would kill her. 17 tried to act as 
her protector, and I know that of- 
fended him. I told her if he threat- 
ened her to come te my home, at 
whatever hour of the night or day 
it might be. She knew she had a 
haven with. me, and may have told 
he- husband so. Mrs. Yates’ character 
was trreproachable, but she said her 
husband had accused her of accept- 
ing attentions from other men.” - 

Miss Montgomery is about % years 
old. She is a woman of means, and 
owns trotting thoroughbreds, which she 
races at Illinois fairs. 

Yates. seen later, confirmed Miss 
Montgomery's statement in part. He 
said his wife was guilty of misconduct 
with a man he would not name. 

“All I've got to say is that I had 
thought he was my best friend,” he 
said. “I had known about them a year, 
and had accused my wife, but she de- 
nied. it.”

“ ‘You are as interested as anyone

men the organization desired, the Kiel 
men in the House could tie the hands 
of both the Mayor and the Comp- 
troller. 

The organization has no love for 
Comptroller Taussig, who has refused 
to discharge the Democratic clerks in 
his department to make places for 
Republicans. He has retained prac- 
tically the entire clerical force ap- 
pointed by former Comptroller 
Player. 

The Republicans elected their Council 
ticket of six by pluralities ranging from 
7624 to 9824. They also elected 23 of the 
28 members of the House of Delegates. 
A tofal of nearly 82,000 votes was cast. 
This is considered a light vote. 

The Republican Council pluralities 
were: Protzmann, 9824; Rower, 9771; 
Haller, 9660; Fletcher, 9371; Randall, 
9281; Paule, 7524. 

The Socialists made heavy gains in 
nearly all wards. In three South Side 
wards the Socialist vote exceeded the 
Democratic vote, and in the Tenth 
Ward William M. Brandt, Socialist, ran 
enly 20 votes behind George Ejigel, the 
‘successful Republican candidate. The 
Socialists polled 11,770. 


Socialists to Contest, 


Otto Pauls, secretary of the Social- 
ist party, said Wednesday that Brandt 
would probably contest the election of 


“A meéting of the Soclalist watch- 
ers in the Tenth Ward will be called, 
probably for Friday,” said Pauls 
Wednesday: “We feel certain that 
Brandt was elected, and if the watch- 
ers can supply us with evidence of ir- 
regularities which we believe existed, 
a contest will be filed. Brandt was 
elected on the early returns, and it 
was not until the last few precincts 
came in that Eigel was shown to have 
just enough votes to win. There will 
be no other contests by Socialists.” 
Henry Rower led the Republican Coun- 
cil ticket, receiving 40,866 votes. H. F. 
Fricke led the Democratic ticket with 
31,095 votes. Edwin J. Paule, with 38,619 
votes, was low man on the Republican 
ticket, and Sam Lazarus, 29,632, was low 
man on the Democratic ticket. Paule 
was opposed by the Post-Dispatch and 
the Municipal Voters’ League, because 
of his record as a member of the 
House of Delegates.

The ‘worm has turned. 

Appalled by the high cost of living 
and the failure of salaries to advance 
in proportion with increased expenses 
for necessities, three’ St. Louis consum- 
ers have formed a new sort of co- 
operative organization in which they 
will band together to buy food fuel, 
and clothing at wholesale prices, and 
thus eliminate the middleman’'s profit. 

The Equitable Supply Association ap- 
plied in the Circuit Ceurt Tuesday for 
a pro forma decree of_incorporation. 

Its officers are all clerks employed 
in the offices of the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad at Seventh. and Market 
streets, buf any man or woman may be- 
come a member. ? 
Ernest J.. Kurth of 4330 Arco avenue is 
president; Caleb E. Bacon,of 557 Ridge 
avenue, Webster Groves, secretary, and 
John J. Charleston of 4667 
place, treasurer, 

Kurth, who planned the ssenintiint tik: 
says he has been: studying the subject 
of co-operation for 12'vears, but that the 
urgent need of its application 
purchase of household necessities be- 
came more apparent to him in the last 
three vears, as prices steadily increased, 
with practically no advance in salaries. - 
“fl studied law and was adnilftted to 
the bar, and I know’‘that our assbdcia- 
tion is entitled to a charter as.a benev- 
olent organization,’’ said Kurth to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Wednesday. 
“We can purchase goods, but cannot 
sell them. This will relieve us of the 
burden of a corporatiof& tax. 

“T have a wife and three children, 
snd, though we are very econemical, we 
spend $18 a month for groceries and 
mieats. That is toe much, If these 
coods were bought on the co-operative 
plan, we could cut at least $ a month 
from our table expenses. 

“We have compared notes, and we find: 
that whereas we now pay 14 cents a 
bushel for soft coal we could buy it 
for 10 cents, including delivery, under 
the co-operative plan." 

As explained by Kurth, the plan of the 
essociation is to make monthly pur- 
chases of supplies for all of its mem- 
bers. 

Each will send to the secretary a list 
of the articles needed. The amounis 
will be totaled and entered on printed 
reguisition blanks, which will be sent to 
all the wholesale grocery and. supply 
houses. The concern making the lowest 
bid on the entire lot will get the order. 
Kurth says that the orders will be 
placed, not in the names of individual 
members, but in that of the association, 
and that he .believes the wholesale 
dealers cannot legally refuse to sell 
goods to the corporation at wholesale 
prices. If they should do se. he says 
the association could buy the goods 
through brokers, paying a small com- 
mission, and will still make a great sav- 
ing on purchases. 

When the wholesale: houses have sub- 
mitted their bids and the contract is 
about to be let, the secretary will noti- 
fy the members, who will send him the 
money for their proportion of the order. 
This money will be deposited tn bank 
in the name of the association, and 
the goods will be paid for by check. 

The method of d:stributing the pur- 
chases has not been worked out. Kurth 
says that if the wholesale dealers ob- 
ject to dividing the goods into lots. and 
delivering them to the members, the 
association will make a contract with 
an express .company to do this work. 

A supply committee will be appointed 
to look after deliveries and distribution. 

A shop-owner in the downtown dis- 
trict has already offered the use of a 
portion of his warerooms as a storage 
place for ‘the purchases. In place of

Army Officer Thinks St. Louis 
Men Have More Experience 
Than Other Militia Men. 








INSPECTS AT ° ARMORY 





Rumbold Plans to Invite Major 
for Corps Trip in a 
Balloon. 





Maj. Daniel J. Carr of the United 
States Signal Service, stationed at Oma- 
ha, after inspecting the aero detach- 
ment of the St. Louis Signal Corps of 
the National Guard of Missouri, Tues- 
day night, stated that he thought it 
better equipped in experience, perhaps, 
than any other militia signal corps in 
the country. 

“All things considered, I think the St. 
Louis young men have had more experi- 
ence in aeronautics than any other mi- 
litia corps I have inspected,” Maj. Carr 
said. ; 

When asked whether he would rec- 
ommend the purchase of aeroplanes for 
the corps, Maj. Carr stated that he 
could not then say what recommenda- 
tions he would make in that respect.

‘ Mayor Kreismann complains of injustice in 
the demand that he veto the Southern Illinois 
Traction bill, or at least indicate his opinion 
of the measure within three days after he had 
received it. 

The Post-Dispatch pare not want to do in- 
justice to the Mayor. On the contrary, we want 
to do him full justice. The publicity and free 
discussion given the bill while it was pending 
in the Municipal Assembly—it was twice acted 
upon in the House and once in the Council—of- 
fered exceptional opportunity to become thor- 
oughly acquainted with its provisions. The sa- 
lient’ clauses, which embrace a 50-year fran- 
chise without adequate municfpal control or pro- 
vision for. future improvements in transporta- 
tion methods and contingencies of the city’s 
growth, with a grant of tracks on the free bridge, 
are sufficient to condemn the Dill. It is of-a 
piece with the old “cinch” franchises of the 
boodle and grab era. 

We assume that the Mafor is stnecrs. We 
assume that he wants to do right and act for 
the best interest of the city. We assume that 
he is taking’time and seeking light to-this end. 
We have a suggestion to offer which will enable 
him to prove his good faith and to bring into 
this counsels men who are charged with the spe- 
cla] duty of guarding the interests of the pub- 
lic in dealing with public service corporations. 
We suggest that he call. in the Public Service 
Commission to examine this bill carefully and} 
advise -him with regard to its soundness as a 
franchise grant. 

The commission is not specifically charged 
with the task of examining franchise bills and 
making recommendations with respect to their 
provisjons; But it is charged with the duty 
of investigating public service corporations and 
recommending ‘‘laws and ordinances in this re- 
gard as shall in its opinion be advisable to pro- 
tect! the best interests of the city of St. Louis 
and the public.” Its duties are germane to the 
work of examining and reporting upon the de- 
sirability of franchise bills. But the law creat- 
ing the commission and defining its duties goes 
beyond this. It specifically requires reports 
when sought by municipal officers. -The twelfth 
clause of the section defining its work empowers 
the commission— 

To investigate and report upon any and all ‘ 
matters connected with the said public 
utilities, upon request of either House of 
the Municipal Assembly, or of any com- 
mittee thereof, or of any officer of the City 
of St. Lowis acting in the course of his 
duties, 

Both branches of the Municipal Assembly act- 
ed upon the Post-Dispatch’s suggestion that the 
Public Service Commission report upon the Unit- 
ed Railways bill. Its clear and convincing re- 
port against the measure was decisive. It killed 
the bill and satisfied. both the Municipal As- 
sembly and the people. 

The Municipal Assembly, in its haste to jam 

through the Southern Traction bill, refused to 
adopt similar advice. It was railroaded through 
without reference to the committee. 
The commission has‘ demonstrated. the thor- 
oughness of its methods, its impartiality and fi- 
delity to public interests. It combines experi- 
ence with special qualifications to judge the 
character of franchise legislation and to decide 
whether it safeguards public interests. 

Mayor Kreismann can prove his sincerity 
and desire to protect the interests of the 
people by consulting the Public Service Com- 
mission concerning the Southern traction bill. 
He cannot shift his responsibility but he can 
gain light and sound judgment on a vital 
measure.

In his opening speech to the House of Repre- 
sentatives, Speaker Clark frankly accepted the 
trial of the Democratic majority of the House 
and pledged it to the fulfilling of the party prom- 
ises.

HEN William H. Taft took the oath of office on March 
4, 1909, the lifé purpose of an unusually forceful and 
gifted woman was accomplished, and Helen Herron Taft 
saw her husband made President of the United. States. 

Mr. Taft was the first person to call public attention to his 
wife’s determining influence on his career. ‘‘Mrs. Taft is the 
politician of the family,’’ the President asserted, laughingly, long 
before the nomination, anfl ‘added that he would then be sitting 
as a Justice of the Supreme Court if his wife had not persuaded 
him to remain in politics. 

Mrs. Taft’s father was the law partner of Rutherford B. 
Hayes, and Helen Herron decided when|she was very young in- 
deed that the White House was a most delightful place to live in. 

As 2 girl she was made a member of the iptimate cirele in the 
Hayes home and saw a great deal of White House life. She was too 
young to appear in society,, but recalls with reminiscent delight 
the midnight suppers which were one of the diversions of the 
Hayes family after the departure of formal guests. 

Mrs. Taft was born in Cinainnati and attended the university 
there for one year. Then she married William Howard Taft. She 
was 25 years old at the time—in my opinion at jast the right age 


- 


I‘met Mrs. Taft in Washington a few months before her 
husband’s nomination for the presidency. The candidate’s wife 
may talk for publication, though the President’s wife may not, 
and in an interview for the Evening World, which Mrs. Taft gave 
to me at that time she said: 

‘‘Mr. Taft calls me the politician of the family. His own am- 
bitions have been always toward the judiciarye But I have per- 
guaded him to remain in politics. Perhaps I may regret it.’’ 

Since realizing her vicarious ambition Mrs. Taft’s health has 
been severely taxed by the exactions of official life. But it is 
certain that she. has never regretted her insistence that her hus- 
band remain iv polities. 

Before entering the White House Mrs. Taft was generally pres- 
ent at the political conferences held in her home, and she told 
me that she was particularly interested in Filipino affairs while 
Mr. Taft was Commissioner to the islands. 

The President’s wife is one of the most widely read women 
that ever occupied the White House. Her favorite book is ‘‘Pride 
and Prejudice,’’ by Jane Austen, though during the early boy- 
hood of Charlie Taft she cultivated a corlscientious taste for de- 
tective stories. Her favorite diversion is listening to grand op- 
era, She organized the Cincinnati Symphony Orchestra and. was 
its president for a long time. | 

Mrs. Taft belongs among the wives who made their husbands 


famous because Mr. Taft never would have been President with- 
out her—for the excellent reason that he didn’t want to be.

NEW YORK, April 5.—Forty years 
ago this week, a vessel named the 
Europa sailed into New York Harbor 
with an extraordinary tale of sea dis- 
aster.
